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REPORT. 


The  Children’s  Country  Week  Association  again  sends 
greeting  to  its  many  friends  in  this,  its  Seventh  Annual 
Report.  We  are  happy  to  acknowledge  a more  generous 
support  by  the  public,  and  in  consequence,  to  report 
greater  work  done  in  the  past  year  than  in  any  previous  one. 

The  increase  of  972  in  the  number  of  persons  sent  to 
the  country,  does  not,  however,  relieve  us  from  the  pain- 
ful consciousness  that  there  were  still  several  thousand  in 
our  community,  for  whom  we  could  not  provide  the  cov- 
eted blessings  of  a few  days  rest  and  recreation  in  the  cool- 
ness and  freshness  of  the  country. 

It  is  our  endeavor  to  assist  those  who  are  most  in  need 
of  it,  and  as  our  experience  broadens  from  year  to  year, 
our  work  cannot  but  become  more  satisfactory  to  all  inter- 
ested. 

In  1883  we  sent  to  the  country  for  an  average  visit  of 
over  eight  days,  2779  persons;  of  these,  31  were  men; 
200  were  women,  of  whom  57  had  infants  in  arms;  906 
were  boys;  and  1642  were  girls. 

There  were  270  entertained  free  of  charge;  and  per- 
manent homes  were  found  for  13. 

About  16,000  persons  were  sent  on  day  excursions  to  the 
Park  and  on  the  rivers. 

The  receipts  amounted  to^9,3oi.  16  and  the  expenditures 
to  $8,634.55,  of  which  $120  were  expended  for  services. 
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The  average  cost  of  a week’s  visit  of  the  children  was  $2.55, 
and  of  the  adults,  about  ^3.40. 

The  number  of  free  invitations  do  not  increase  in  pro- 
portion to  the  number  of  our  beneficiaries,  which  is  a 
source  of  regret. 

We  hope  the  rural  press  will  continue  to  favor  us  by 
keeping  our  needs  in  this  direction  before  its  readers;  and 
we  again  urge  our  friends  in  the  country  to  invite  their 
benevolent  neighbors  to  take  into  their  pleasant  homes,  for 
a week  or  more,  one  or  two  of  the  destitute  little  ones. 
Invitations  should  be  sent  to  the  office  in  writing  at  least 
ten  days  before  the  guests  are  wanted,  with  full  directions 
as  to  the  age  and  sex  preferred.  Guests  are  sent  to  enter- 
tainers and  returned  to  their  homes  at  the  expense  of,  and 
under  the  care  of  the  Association. 

Persons  for  whom  we  have  no  invitations  are  sent  to 
boarding  houses.  The  Association  had,  during  the  past 
year  53  such  houses  in  its  employ.  These  country  homes 
are  selected  by  the  Managers,  and  are  never  occupied 
without  personal  inspection  and  supervision.  They  are, 
with  few  exceptions,  the  homes  of  intelligent  farmers, 
situated  in  healthy  localities  with  large  and  pleasant  play- 
grounds. More  than  ten  children  are  not  sent  to  the 
same  house  at  the  same  time,  except  when  little  brothers 
and  sisters  cannot  be  separated.  The  children  enter  into 
the  family  life  of  the  homes  to  which  they  are  sent,  and 
not  the  least  among  the  many  advantages  derived  from 
their  short  visits  in  the  country,  are  the  many  lessons 
learned  by  them  in  cleanliness,  thrift,  and  gentle  manners. 

Invalid  women  and  children  are  sent  to  the  Sea-side 
Home  for  Invalid  Women,  and  Children’s  Sea-shore^House 
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at  Atlantic  City;  The  Seaside  Home  for  Women  and  Chil- 
dren at  Cape  May  Point,  and  to  the  Sanitarium.  At  all 
of  these  places  the  afflicted  under  our  care  received  the 
kindest  attention  that  an  enlightened  benevolence  could 
suggest. 

The  sanitary  results  of  the  work  of  this  Association, 
of  the  Sanitarium,  and  kindred  societies,  are  worthy 
of  careful  consideration.  The  cleanliness  required  of 
the  children  in  their  preparation  for  the  visits  and 
excursions,  the  more  hygienic  ways  of  living  in  the 
pleasant  homes  to  which  they  are  sent,  not  a few  of 
which  are  imitated  by  the  children  in  their  city  homes, 
the  increase  of  vitality  in  the  children  produced  by 
the  change  of  air  and  food,  which  enables  them  to  better 
resist  the  diseases  generated  in  their  over-heated  homes, 
are  certainly  to  be  partly  credited  with  the  recent  decrease 
in  the  death  rates  among  children  during  the  hot  months. 

The  press  has  been  untiring  in  its  support  of  our  work, 
for  which  we  return  our  most  cordial  thanks.  We  also 
acknowledge  our  great  indebtedness  to  the  railroad,  pas- 
senger ^railway,  and  steamboat  companies,  for  passes  and 
reduced  rates,  and  to  the  railroad  officials  for  their  kind 
attention  to  our  little  travelers,  and  to  the  New  Century 
Club  for  the  use  of  rooms.

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CHARTER. 


Article  I.  The  name  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  The 
Children’s  Country  Week  Association. 

Article  II.  The  purposes  for  which  the  Corporation  is 
formed  are  : ist,  To  enable  poor  children  and  poor  in- 
valid adults  of  the  city  to  spend  a part  of  the  warm  months 
in  the  country ; 2d,  To  provide  free  excursions  for  the 
poor  of  the  city  ; 3d,  To  secure  permanent  homes  for  the 
poor  of  the  city. 

Article  III.  The  business  of  the  Corporation  is  to  be 
transacted  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Article  IV.  The  Corporation  is  to  endure  perpetually. 

Article  V.  Signing  the  Constitution  and  paying  One 
Dollar  annually  into  the  Treasury  shall  constitute  mem- 
bership. 

Article  VI.  The  business  of  the  Corporation  shall  be 
conducted  by  a President,  Vice-President,  Secretary, 
Treasurer,  and  twenty-eight  Directors,  who  shall  together 
constitute  a Board  of  Managers. 

The  members  of  the  Corporation  may  at  any  general 
meeting,  or  at  a special  meeing  called  for  the  purpose, 
change  the  number  of  Directors  and  authorize  other 
officers. 
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The  Officers  and  Directors  shall  be  elected  annually, 
and  shall  hold  office  until  others  are  chosen  in  their 
stead. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all 
vacancies  in  its  own  body  and  in  the  offices  of  the  Cor- 
poration. 

Article  VII.  The  Officers  and  Directors,  until  others 
are  chosen  in  their  stead,  are,  etc. 

Article  VIII.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power 
to  make  such  By-Laws  as  may  be  necessary  and  proper  to 
regulate  and  conduct  the  business  of  the  Corporation.

RULE  11.  Meetings. 

The  Association  shall  meet  annually  on  the  second 
Monday  of  April,  at  3 P.  M.,  at  its  office.  Special  meetings 
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shall  be  called  by  the  President  upon  the  order  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  and  on  one  week’s  notice  in  writing 
of  the  time  and  place  thereof.  Ten  members  shall  con- 
stitute  a quorum  at_ any  meeting. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet  at  the  office  of  the 
Association  on  every  Tuesday,  at  10.30  A.  M.,  from  the 
last  Tuesday  in  June  until  the  first  Tuesday  in  Septem- 
ber, both  inclusive.  Special  meetings  shall  be  called  by 
the  President  upon  the  written  request  of  three  Managers, 
and  upon  twenty-four  hours  notice  in  writing  of  the  time 
and  place  thereof. 

RULE  III.  Elections. 

Elections  shall  be  by  ballot  and  after  open  nomina- 
tions. 

RULE  IV.  Committees. 

There  shall  be  Committees  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
as  follows  : ' 

Committee  on  Finance, 

Committee  on  Transportation  and  Free  Excursions, 
Committee  on  Boarding  Elouses, 

Committee  on  Office  and  Supplies, 

Committee  on  Publication,  ^ 

Committee  on  Forming  Country  Committees. 

They  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  and  shall 
consist  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  seven  mem- 
bers. They  shall  elect  their  own  chairmen,  shall  keep  a 
record  of  all  their  proceedings,  and  shall  report  in  writing 
to  the  Board  at  every  stated  meeting. 

RL^LE  V.  Treasurer. 

All  subscriptions  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury,  and 
donations  before  being  used  shall  be  recorded  by  the 
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Treasurer,  who  shall  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  both. 
The  Treasurer  shall  report  in  writing  to  the  Board  of 
Managers  at  every  stated  meeting,  and  shall  make  no 
payments  except  upon  an  order  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary. 

RULE  VI.  Bills. 

No  bill  shall  be  ordered  paid  unless  it  has  been  first 
examined  and  reported  upon  by  the  Finance  Committee. 
No  bill  for  boarding  shall  be  ordered  paid  unless  the 
name,  length  of  visit,  and  conduct  of  every  person  for 
whom  a charge  is  made  are  fully  set  forth. 

RULE  VH.  Ward  Committees. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  appoint  for  each  ward 
in  which  there  is  work  to  be  done  a committee,  of  which 
a Manager  shall  be  one  member,  and  the  chairman.  The 
committee  so  appointed,  with  such  members  as  they  may 
add,  shall  constitute  the  Ward  Committee. 

RULE  Vni.  Duties  of  Ward  Committees. 

The  Ward  Committee  shall  see : that  all  persons  sent  to 
the  country  are  first  examined  by  a physician,  and  by  him 
pronounced  to  be  free  from  contagious  disease  ; that  no  one 
is  sent  who  is  not  known  by  actual  investigation  to  be  of 
good  character  and  of  inoffensive  manners,  and  who  is  not 
as  clean  and  neat  as  possible  ; that  every  child  is  provided 
with  a card,  to  be  securely  and  conspicuously  attached  to 
the  child  if  small,  having  on  one  side  the  name  and  address 
of  the  child,  and  on  the  other,  the  name,  address,  and  rail- 
road station  of  the  person  to  whom  it  is  sent;  that  every 
child  who  is  not  to  return  in  charge  of  an  escort,  is  provided 


with  a return  ticket;  that  every  child,  or  one  of  every 
family,  is  provided  with  a properly  addressed  postal  card, 
and  is  instructed  to  write  home  as  soon  as  the  destination 
is  reached;  that  every  child,  or  one  of  every  party  of 
children  going  to  the  same  place,  is  provided  with  a 
properly  addressed  postal  card,  and  is  instructed  to  immedi- 
ately announce  to  the  Association,  its  or  the  party’s  arrival 
at  the  destination  ; and  that  all  children  sent  out  by  them 
are  met  at  the  railroad  stations  on  their  return  to  the  city 
and  sent  to  their  respective  homes.  They  shall  also  report 
to  the  office  the  time  of  the  departure  and  return  of  all 
children  sent  on  invitation  ; and  such  facts  in  reference 
to  the  visits  as  it  may  seem  advisable  to  record  for  future 
reference. 

RULE  IX.  Lists. 

The  chairmen  of  the  Wa.rd  Committees  shall  be  furnished 
from  the  office  of  the  Association  with  lists  of  the  names  of 
persons  who  are  to  go  from  their  respective  wards,  at  least 
one  week  before  such  persons  are  to  go.  These  lists  shall 
set  forth  the  name,  post-office,  and  railroad  station  of  the 
person  to  whom  they  are  to  go,  together  with  the  day,  hour, 
and  place  of  starting,  and  the  time  of  return.  There  shall 
be  no  deviation  from  these  lists,  except  where  a person 
named  cannot  go,  in  which  case  another  of  the  same 
sex  and  age  may  be  substituted.  The  lists,  with  the 
names  and  addresses  of  such  substitutes,  shall  be  returned 
to  the  office  immediately  after  the  departure  of  those  sent. 

RULE  X.  Applications. 

Every  application  must  be  made  at,  or  sent  in  writing 
to  the  office  of  the  Association  ; and  must  give  the  name, 
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residence,  age,  and  time  the  applicant  can  go,  together 
with  any  particulars  that  may  be  of  assistance  in  disposing 
of  the  application  to  the  best  interests  of  all  concerned. 

RULE  XI.  Amendments. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  by  a two-thirds  vote  of 
the  Managers  present  at  any  stated  meeting  of  the  Board, 
notice  in  writing  of  the  intention  to  offer  such  amend- 
ment having  been  given  at  a stated  meeting  at  least  one 
week  previous  ; or  by  a two-thirds  vote  of  those  present  at 
any  special  meeting  called  for  the  purpose  upon  one 
week’s  written  notice. 
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RULES  FOR  BOARDING-HOUSE 
KEEPERS. 


1.  All  boarders  are  to  be  met  at  the  station  on  their  ar- 
rival and  taken  to  the  station  on  their  return. 

2.  Every  child,  or  one  of  every  family  of  children,  will 
be  provided  with  a postal  card,  already  addressed,  upon 
which  to  report  home  its  arrival,  and  the  hostess  is 
requested  to  see  that  this  is  posted  as  early  as  possible. 
The  tags  should  be  taken  care  of  and  securely  re-attached 
to  the  children  upon  their  return. 

3.  Boarders  are  not  to  remain  more  than  one  week 
without  a written  order  from  the  office,  except  where 
invited  by  the  hostess  to  remain  longer  free  of  charge. 

4.  In  case  of  accident,  misconduct,  or  for  other  suffi- 
cient cause,  guests  may  be  sent  home  before  the  expiration 
of  the  week,  provided  notice  in  writing  of  the  day  and 
hour  of  their  arrival  in  the  city  is  delivered  at  the  office  at 
least  twenty-four  hours  before  the  arrival. 

5.  No  work  is  to  be  demanded  of  the  boarders  except 
that  the  girls  keep  their  own  rooms  in  order,  but  the  hostess 
is  requested  to  encourage  those  who  occasionally  volunteer 
light  help. 
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6.  It  is  expected  that  fresh  meat  will  be  provided  at 
least  twice  a week,  and  that  fresh  milk  for  drinking  will 
be  provided  twice  a day.  Children  should  be  encouraged 
to  drink  milk  rather  than  tea  or  coffee. 

7.  If  any  person  of  either  sex  expresses  a desire  to  live 
in  the  conntry,  and  shows  an  aptitude  for  farm  or  house 
work,  the  fact  should  be  reported  at  the  office  at  once. 

8.  Blanks  for  boarding  bills  are  furnished  by  the  Asso- 
ciation, ruled  for  dates  of  arrival  and  departure,  conduct, 
etc.,  and  bills  will  not  be  paid  until  properly  made  out. 
We  especially  desire  a careful  report  in  words  of  the  con- 
duct of  every  guest. 
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RULES  FOR  COUNTRY  BOARDERS. 


1.  All  guests  are  to  obey  the  lady  of  the  house. 

2.  Girls  are  to  make  their  own  beds  and  keep  their 
rooms  in  order. 

3.  Guests  must  provide  their  own  combs  and  brushes, 
pins,  sewing  materials,  etc. 

4.  No  washing  or  ironing  is  to  be  expected  of  the 
hostess,  nor  can  any  be  done  by  the  guests  without  her 
consent. 

5.  Guests  will  not  be  taken  to  church  except  as  a favor, 
and  at  the  convenience  of  the  hostess. 

6.  The  length  of  visit  is  one  week,  but  guests  may  be 
sent  home  at  any  time  for  misconduct. 

7.  Good  conduct  will  be  especially  reported  and  re- 
corded for  reference  the  next  year.
